EATH OF DEWEY 


Funeral to Be Held Saturday, 
When Admiral’s Salute 
Will Be Fired.

FLAGS AT HALF MAST 


Exercises Will Be Held on Every 
U S. Naval Vessel and 
Station in World. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Funeral ar- 
rangements for Admiral Dewey were 
partially completed today. 

Orders were issued by the Navy De- 
partment to bring all the cadets at An- 
napolis and all available bluejackets 
from the Norfolk and Washington navy 
yards to attend the funeral, which will 
be held here Saturday. Secretary Bak- 


er will order all available army ynits 
to participate in the ceremonies. 


are engaged today arranging the de- 
tails. These include appropriate exer- 
cises on every American naval vessel 
and at all American naval stations 
throughout the world and the firing of 
an Admiural’s salute of 17 guns. 

It virtually has been decided to hold 
funeral services for the Admiral in the 
Capitol under the dome, Saturday morn- 
ing Kt ll o’clock. The body, however, 
will not be viewed by the public. In 
the event that the plan is perfected; 
Congress would adjourn on that day. 
President Wilson will issue an executivs 
crder closing all Government depart- 
ments on Saturday. 

Until Secretary Daniels has conferred 
with President Wilson and Mrs. Dewey, 
no additional plans will be decided upon. 

A guard of honor, composed of blue- 
jackets from the gunboat Dolphin and 
the Presidential yacht Mayflower, was 
stationed at the Dewey home. 

In official and diplomatic circles and 
elsewhere the loss of the country's most 
distinguished naval officer was mourned 
today. President Wilson in a statemert 
voiced his own and the nation's griert. 
Secretary Daniels likewise paid tribute. 
American naval vessels and stations | 
turbüghout the world received word oy 
wireless of the Admiral’s death, with 
orders to display flags at ‘half-mast. 
Admiral Dewey fered a collapse 
last Thursday, although the previous 
day he was at his desk apparently in 
his usual good health. His condition 
grew rapidly worse and he had not been 
conscious since Monday. The end came 
at 5:56 last evening. Death was due to 
a general breakdown accompanied by 
arterio-sclerosis. . 


Third to Hold Rank of Admiral. 
Only two other men—Farragut and 
Porter—have held the rank of the Ad- 
miral of the American navy and, since 
Civil War days, no military figure has 
held such a place as Dewey in the af- 
fection and admiration of the American 
people. 

His death ended 62 years of active 
service. His baptism of fire came in 
the Civil War, through which he served 
with distinction. Promotion followed 
promotion during the years following, 
and he was a Commodore, commanding 
the Asiatic fleet, when the order, ‘‘Cap- 
ture or destroy the enemy’s fleet,“ gave 
him the first news of hostilities witn 
Spain and sent him into Manila Bay 
for the feat that won undying fame 
and had far-reaching effect upon the 
pösition of the United States as a world 
power. 

Immediately Dewey was advanced to 
Rear Admiral and then Congress, by 
special act, made him Admiral of the 
Navy, @ grade that died with him. 
Since 1900 he has been on duty at 
the Navy Department as President of 
the General Board, constantly in touch 
with all activities of the navy, advisor 
of secretaries and a mighty champion 
of a greater fleet.

Ruthlessly, Germany Will 
Meet It. 
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J. Llonberger Davis, lawyer, banker 
and vivie worker, won his ht for the | 
presidency of the St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce, formerly the Business 
Men's League, when he defeated J. R. 
Curlee, secretary of the Carleton Dry 
Goods Co., in yesterday's | election, in 
which 950 votes were cast for Devis 
and 608 for Curlee. 

The contest resulted in a decisive vie- 
tory for the so-called progressive ele- 
ment, which stood for broadening the 
scope of activities of the organization 
and making it more aggressive. 

Net Ready to Discuss Policies. 

Davis told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today that he did not wish to discuss 
his program and policies as president of 
the Chamber of Commerce until he shall 
have had time to give mature consider¢/ 
ation to them. In his contest for eld o- 
tion, Davis declared that on all im- 
portant matters of policy, the entire 
membership of the organization should 
have a voice. 

In this connection, he mentioned the 
action of the Executive Committee last 
fall in committing the Business Men's 
League, as the organization was then 
called, to an anti-prohibition program. 
Davis said that while he regarded pro- 
Wibition as a moral question, which 
should not be brought into the organi- 
zation, if enough members inststed on 
action on such a matter, it should be 
referred to the entire membership, and 
the vote announced. 

It is generally known in the inner 
circles of the Chamber of Commerce 
that the action of the Executive Com- 
mittee on the prohibition question was 
one of the reasons for the revolt of the 
progressive element, which supported 
Davis. The league was committed to 
anti-prohibition upon the vote of about 
40 members of the Executive Commit- 
tee, while the 2300 other members had 
no opportunity to express their views 
on the subject.

GOVERNMENT ATTITUDE 


LONDON, Jan, 17,—The announcement 
that the Greek Government has accept 
ed in their entirety the demands of the 
allies was received here today in a ca- 
blegram from Gir F. E. H. Elliott, Brit 
ish Minister at Athens. 
“The decision was reached by the 
Crown Council on Tuesday afternoon, 
according to the dispatch, and was im 
mediately communicated to the entente 
Ministers, The release of the Venizelists 
who were arrested following the out- 
break in Athens, Dec. 1, is expected 
hourly. ‘ 
That Gen. von Falkenhayn is on a 
mission to Greece is affirmed by. the 
British correspondent at Saloniki, who 
cites information received in French 
official quarters there to the effect that 
von Falkenhayn is at Elassone, 22 miles 
northwest of Larissa. 
The dispatch, which is dated ‘Sie 13, 
adds that the Greek troops, which the 
Greek Government promised to with- 
draw into Peleoponnesus are moving 
not toward Peloponnesus, but north- 
ward, violating the neutral zone where 
French and British detachments have 
for some time been keeping the peace 
between royalist and Venizelist troops. 
Gen. von Falkenhayn is supposed to 
have arrived in Greece by submarine, 
but the correspondent remarks that it 
would have been possible for him to 
cross the entente allied lines in an air- 
plane, “and in any case the object of 
a visit which was attended with so 
much danger cannot be mistaken,” 
“For the last six weeks,“ the corre- 
spondent adds, the royalist Govern- 
ment has been playing for time, using 
every pretext to avoid displacing the 
mobilized forces behind us. The arrival 
of Von Falkenhayn makes it seem that

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Impression Prevails, However, 
That Some Peace Announce- 
ment Might Be Made. 
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BERLIN, via London, Jan. 1i.—Time 
enough having elapsed since the publi- 
cation of the entente’s reply to Presi- 
dent Wilson to permit German opinion 
to crystalize, the effects of the an- 
nouncement of terms which the entente 
allles regard as a necessary result of 
the war are clearly evident. 

In the first place, the pronunciamento 
of the allies, together with earlier in- 
terchange of opinion on the peace pro- 
posals, may be regarded as having vir- 
tually eliminated the peace party in 
Germany, except for a small minority of 
dissident Socialists, some of whose 
newspaper organs still see the possibility 
ef continuing the discussions after the 
entente's reply. 

The large and influential section, in- 
cluding a majority of the Socialists and 
powerful influences among non-Social- 
ists which up to last month was bring- | 
ing the heaviest pressure to bear on the 
Government te take steps for the open- 
ing of negotiations for peace, based on 
an understanding, is now convinced such 
negotiations are impossible. Virtually 
the entire nation is lined up behind the 
Government for energetic prosecution of 
the war. 

Regarding the possibility that Ger- 
many would make a statement of terms 
the announcement of Dr. Alfred Zim- 
mermann, the Foreign Secretary, to the 
Associated Press indicates that this is 
now out of the question and the Gov- 
ernment apparently has adopted this as 
a definite decision.

During the blockade of Manila 
Bay in June, 1898, I maintained the 
right in blockade of boarding all ves- 
sels in the harbor, including men-of- 
war. Admiral von Diedrichs, in de- 
nial of the right, had notified us that 
he would submit the point to a con- 
ference of all the senior officers of 
men-of-war in the harbor. 

“But only one officer appeared, 
Capt. Chichester of the British Im- 
mortalite.

of the foreign fleet. 

Diedrichs Unconvinced.

When 
I had heard them through I made 
the most of the occasion by using 
him as a third person to state can- 
didly and firmly my attitude in a 
verbal message, which he conveyed 
to his superior so successfully that 
Vice Admiral von Diedrichs was able 
to understand my point of view. 

There was no further interference 
with the blockade or breach of the 
etiquette which had been established 
by the common consent of the other 
foreign commanders.“

Detective Tells How She Got 
Place in His Office and Told 
of Senatorial Inquiry, 


QUIT FACE SUDDENLY 


Woman Who Gave Data About 
Note Leak Credited With 
Great Shrewdness. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—Activities at- 
tributed te Mrs. Ruth Thomason Vis- 
conti, whom Thomas W. Lawson men- 
tioned as a source of some of his infor- 
mation concerning the alleged “leak” of 
information concerning President Wil- 
son's note on peace, were revealed yes- 
terday by William J. Burns, head of 
the detective agency bearing his name. 
Mrs. Visconti left here in 19038 and since 
has made her headquarters in Washing- 
ton. In 1913, he asserts, during the in- 
vestigation of the West Virginia sena- 
torial scandal, she was placed in his of- 
fice as a spy. 

„Mrs. Visconti was ‘planted’ in our 
office,’”” Burns said, “by the agents of 
D. B. Elkins and Isaac T. Mann, and 
while with us held all her communica- 
tions with one McLane of Washington. 
She came to us through the agency 
from which we get all our stenogra- 
phers. Later, investigation showed me 
that one of our operatives, no longer 
with us, was partly responsible for her 
getting employment here. In addition to 
that, the stenographic agency was im- 
posed -upon. 

Request Reveals Her Connections. 
We were engaged in running down 
the bribery cases in West Virginia at 
that time and were working for the late 
Col. William Seymour Edwards. The 
result of our work was that seven mem- 
bers of the Legislature there were sent 
to the penitentiary for various terms. 

Mrs. Visconti is a very clever woman. 
She was employed as a regular typist 
and was able and efficient. I had no 
suspicion of her until she came to me 
one day and asked if she could not be 
allowed to do my private work. She 
told me that she thought she was the 
sort of stenographer I needed. I did not 
accede to her request, because I have a 
stenographer in whom I place absolute 
trust. However, this incident set me to 
thinking and I began to have her 
watched, with the result that her con- 
nection with the other side and her 
place in my office as a spy Was soon 
established. 

Her Letter Intercepted. 

“T have a letter which we intercepted, 
addressed to McLane, in which she told 
him that we had only one man working 
down in West Virginia and that she 
had made the proper arrangements so 
that every report of his activities and 
every letter sent to him should come 
under her observation. -With this letter 
she inclosed a copy of one of his re- 
ports. In addition, she told McLane 
that he and Elkins could go as far as 
they liked and she would keep them 
posted. 

“She was partly mistaken in. her let- 
ter, as we had seven or eight men down 
in West Virginia at that time and they 
were getting the case in shape so that 
we soon had the evidence required. How- 


we knew of her activities and to let her 
go. Mrs. Visconti found out she was be- 
ing watched and promptly disappeared. 

„As an example of how clever she was, 
it was her business to bring to our 
auditor all the routine letters for his 
signature. These were just the regular 
letters sent out to our branch agencies, 
and none of them concerned matters of 
importance. She would lay them on his 
desk in a bunch and he would sign them 
as fast as he could. Just before she left 
she brought him the letters as usual and 
he signed them, only glancing over their 
contents. It was not until some time 
after that we found that she had hidden 
among these routine letters a strong let- 
ter of recomendation which unqualified- 
ly indorsed her. The auditor had signed 
this with the others. 

Signed Her Reports “Tom.” 

“While with us she went under the 
name, of Mrs. A. Ruth Thomason, if I 
remember rightly, and the reports she 
slipped to McLarie were signed Tom.“ 

From New York we traced her to 
Washington, and after satisfying our- 
selves that she was unable to interfere 
with our business affairs, we ceased to 
keep track of her, although now and 
then one of our men would run across 
her trail.“ ;

These same 
members are now saying that instead of 
bringing those Senators to a support of 
the Governor’s program in appreciation 
of the naming of their friend, that a not 
improbable result would be that these 
Senators would oppose the prison bill 
through a desire to continue Painter 
in the job of Warden for four years. 


The announcement of the Governor 
that Painter’s service as Warden will 
continue only until the Legislature has 
acted on the bill, and that Painter will 
tender his resignation even if the Dill 
ie defeated has served to detract to a 
small extent at least from the strength 
of such views, but of the type of poli- 
ticians who form a majority of the 
Legislature there are few who can see 
the possibility of any man giving up a 
3 job as long as he can hold on to 
t.

TYouthful American Virtuoso 
Makes Local Debut at Morn- 
8 Choral Club Concert. 


i “By RICHARD 1. STOKES. 
NEW violinistie luminary swam 
ae into the ken of St. Louis music lov- 
érs when Eddy Brown, at the age | 
of his instrument's technique, made his 
first’ appearance here as soloist at the 
Morning Choral Club’s concert, last 
night at the Odeon, before an audience 
that virtually filled the auditorium. 

He was born in Indianapolis, and when 
8 years old was taken to Germany, 
where he completed his studies under 
that eminent trainer of fiddle athletes, 
Leopold Auer. He had a distinguished 
Career in Germany, playing with most 
of its great orchestras. About a year 
ago he returned to America, and has 
since won brilliant laurels in concert 
and as soloist with such orchestras as 
the New York Symphony, Chicago and 
Cincinnati. 

Dazzling Technique in Evidence. 

For last night’s audience he shook out 
his entire bag of dazzling tricks, choos- 
ing his numbers mostly for their dis- 
play of his i#hmense cleverness as a vi- 
olin prestidigitator; and if sometimes, 
after tossing off an unusually hazardous 
feat with complete deftness, he permit- 
ted himself to show some of the con- 
jurer’s triumphant complacency, one

For his introduction to the gathering 
he undertook that terrific circus piece, 
the Devil's Trill’ Sonata by Tartini. 
Giddier speed of fingering and bowing is 
rarely seen, and yet there was scarcely 
a blur and never a fault of intonation, 
almost every note being clear-cut and 
cleanly distinguished. It was a mem- 
orable exhibition of adeptness in the 
gymnastics of music. The same pro- 
digious skill and ease characterized his 


Theme by Corelli, the “Serenade and 
Witches’ Dance’ by Kuzdo, another 
pupil of Auer, and the performer’s own 
arrangement of Paganini’s Twenty-sec- 
ond Caprice. 

But, as may be predicted of most of 
Auer's disciples, he possessed a distin- 
guished tone, bold, strong and warm, 
which fell richly upon the ear if it did 
not always penetrate to the heart. It 
had much play in the slow parts of the) 
Tartini sonata, in a Larghetto by Handel 
and especially in Kreisler’s old Viennese 
Popular Song the last being a marvel 
of luscious, melting tone in double- 
stopping. Suavit} and delicacy informed 
his playing of the inevitable Beethoven- 
Kreisler ‘‘Rondino,” and in Auer’s ar- 
rangement of Schumann's “Vogel als 
Prophet,” played on muted strings, there 
were utmost finesse and daintiness ‘n 
the handling of soft tones and harmon- 
ics. 

Player Receives Ovation. 
Perhaps it was due to the composi- 
tion of the program that Brown's appeal 
was mostly mental and esthetic, based 
on admiration for his virtuosity and the 
beauty of his tone. But there were mo- 
ments—particularly when the D-string 
was summoned to utter the throbbing, 
rich-toned notes of a great contralto— 
when a touching promise of coming emo- 
ticnal power as voiced, causing one 
to look forward with stirring anticipa- 
tion to Brown’s playing when he is 10 
years older. 

There were also mannerisms, perhaps 
due to nervousness and high tension. 
which time will remove, such as an in- 
cessant twisting of the body, a run- 
ning commentary on his playing which 
his features registered; and without 
pause what a pugilist would call nim- 
ble footwork. But he justly received 
an ovation from the addience, and twice 
out of three appearances was required 
to give encores.

REGIME, BLOCKED 


Proposajpof Senator Elder of St. 
Louis Tabled and.Expunged 
From the Records. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CLIY, Jan. 17.—The 
Democratic majority in the Senate to- 
day hastened to the defense of the State 
administration of the last four yéars 
when Senator Elder of St. Louis intro- 
duced a resolution providing for the 
appointment of a bi-partisan committee 
of four Senators to investigate pub- 
lished reports of waste of public funds, 
by officials, in creating useless jobs and 
employing relatives. The resolution spe- 
cified that if public moneys were found 
to have been expended unlawfully, 
suits should be filed on the bonds of of- 
ficials responsible. 

The reading of the resolution had just 
begun when Senator Casey of Kansas 
City made the unusual motion that the 
reading be dispensed with and that the 
resolution be expunged from the rec- 
ords. On a strict party vote Senator 
Casey’s motion prevailed. 

The resolution¢said in part: 

“It has been charged in the public 
press of the State and elsewhere that 
one John P .Gordon, while holding the 
office of State Auditor and drawing a 
Salary of $3000 per annum, has extrava- 
gantly used the public funds of this 
State by placing his wife, Oma Gordon, 
on the payroll of the State at a salary 
of $1800 per annum, while she was at- 
tending to her household duties and not 
rendering any commensurate service to 
the State; that one Morris G. Gordon, 
whose salary as Supervisor of Building 
and Loan Associations was increased 
from $2000 to $2400 annum, saw fit to 
have his wife draw a salary of $900 per 
annum while attending to her ordinary 
household duties and not rendering any 
commensurate service to the State; that 
one Cornelius Roach, while holding the 
office of. Secretary of State and drawing 
a salary of 98000. per annum, placed his 
daughter, Celestine, and his sister-in- 
law, Lina H. Millard, on the payroll at 
salaries of $1800 and $1200 respectively, 
per annum; that one D. C. McClung, 
while holding the office of Warden of 
the penitentiary and drawing a salary 
of $3000 per annum, and practically liv- 
ing at the expense of the State, placed 
on the payroll his son, Carl, at a salary | 
of $1200 per annum, and in addition 
thereto permitted his son to keep the 
profits made on merchandise bought 
with public funds and sold to the con- 
victs of the State;

STATE ASSEMBLY 
WILL NOT HEAR 
h CONTEST 


Decides by Strict Party Vote Not 
to Investigate Election 
Fraud Charges. 


COMMITTEE IS UPHELD 


Howe and Stifel Announce That 
Local Contests Will Be 
Prosecuted. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 17.—The Mis- 
souri Legislature yesterday afternoon 
after four hours of debate denied Henry 
Lamm, Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor in the last campaign, permission 
to contest the election of Gov. Frederick 
D. Gardner. The vote, which was strict- 
ly on party lines, was 103 to 71. 

The action wag taken following a re- 
port of a joint cOmmittee of which Sen- 
ator John F. Morton of Ray County was 
chairman, appointed two weeks ago to 
advise the Legislature whether the cor. 
test should be allowed. The Democrats 
on the committee constituting a major- 
ity, submitted a report advising that 
the contest be rejected. The Republic- 
ans, through Senator A. E. L. Gardner 
of St. Louis County, submitted a minor- 
ity report sustaining the contest. The 
fiat motion was to substitute the mi- 
nority report for the majority report. 
This failed by the party vote. The next 
motion, which was to adopt the ma 
jority report, carried by the same vote. 

The reports were of great length and 
went into all the detailed allegations 
of fraud cited by Lamm in his applica- 
tion. The principa sons assigned in 
the Democratic report for rejection of 
the contest was that the allegations of 
fraud set out by Lamm would be offset 
by a showing that Gov. Gardner was de- 
frauded of votes and that to properly 
conduct the contest it would be neces- 


} sary to recount all votes cast in the 


State which, the report stated, would 
cust at least $300,000. 

The report advised that ir. the opinion 
of a majority of the committee such an 
expenditure was not justified when 
there was no possibility of the an- 
nounced result of the election being 
changed. 

No further action is possible in the 
contest, the Legislature being clothed oy 
the Constitution with the sole power o? 
Geciding contests on the governorship. 

That the final action on the applica- 
tion for permission to contest would be 
a rejection has been known for several 
weeks. The contest never has been 
taken seriously by members of the Lese- 
islature, though at one time a decision 
was reached to delay making a report | 
to the Legislature, the idea being that 
a pending contest might be used by 
Senators as a club to obtain official fa- 
vors from the Governor. This idea was 
abandoned after the publication of the 
plan in the Post-Dispatch. 

Jeptha D. Howe, who, with Otto F. 
Stifel, has been the principal backer of 
the contest plan, said that local contests 
in St. Louis and Kansas City would be 
prosecuted in the courts and that an at- 
tempt would be made in that way to 
prove their allegations of fraud.

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THE DRY AND THE BONEDRY: 

With spread of prohibition have come new class- 
ifications and a new terminology. Gs 

When a state or county, embattled with King 
Alcohol, succeeded in putting him over the ropes, 
the dismaying and still serviceable word “dry” in 
headlines or other references was lately sufficient 
to indicate to the average reader what had been 
happening. There are, however, too many kinds 
of dryness now to permit any single, unqualified 
word to convey definite meanings to the discrim- 
inating. 

We have the painfully arid territory of the West 
Virginia type of states, the semi-arid territory of 
the Kansas type of states and the aridity, which 
is practically equivalent to wetness, of the Maine 
type of states. Already the prohibition area has 
been set off into grand divisions. One is still 
called by the old adjective “dry,” whose meaning 
has become blunted and vague. The other is 
called “bonedry.” 

Of course we shall ultimately have to have 
something even more specific than bonedry, but 
just at present it is serving highly useful pur- 
poses. States which make little or no provision 
for the home use of intoxicants and prohibit un- 
der the Webb-Kenyon law all shipments from the 
outside are-bonedry states. States which only pro- 
hibit manufacture and sale ‘without fancy trim- 
mings are plain dry States. It is-a trifle discour- 
aging to note that a calamitous rout for the De- 
mon Rum by no means ends the necessity for de- 
voting our attention to his case. A terrific bat- 
tle that ejects him from wet territory seems 
only to be the beginning of the conflict. A fight 
at once starts to convert dry territory into bone- 
dry territory. Unless all signs fail, large addi- 
tions to the latter territory will be made before 
legislatures now in session adjourn. 

A curious phase of the movement is that the 
bonedry states now refer to the merely dry states 
in the same terms of mingled pity and reproach 
formerly used by the dry states in referring to wet 
states.

ADMIRAL DEWEY. 

The Battle of Manila Bay 180 dwarfed by the 
magnitude of the operations in the world war that 
we may be inclined to give too low an appraisal to 
what Dewey did on that famous May day in 1898.

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OUR ST. LOUIS PRISON PROBLEM. 

While we are planning for an improyement in 
disgraceful conditions at the State prison, we 
must not forget that we have a penal problem of 
our own here in St. Louis. 

We are spared the reproach of contract labor 
The management of the 
institution on business lines is generally good. 
But it is not serving the ends a municipal house 
of correction ought to serve. 

The total number of inmates cared for at the 
institution during the year was 2735, 4 number 
closely approximating that present at any one. 
time at the State prison. A commission named 
by Mayor Kiel to inquire into its work reports 
that of the 2735 no less than 1117 had previously 
been committed one or more times to its care. 
The second-termers were 466, the third-termers, 
208 and the fourth-termers 113. Eight inmates 
had served 20 or more terms. 

The commission adds the force of its. earnest 
recommendation to the pla: for transferring the} 
workhouse to a farm site in the country. Highly 
significant is its finding on the large number 
of inmates who are physical or mental defect- 
ives.

The delay 
in locating it in more wholesome surroundings is] 
made the less excusable by the commission figures 
showing that it can be done ct an i saving of 
money. 
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THE MOTHER-IN-LAW EXPEBT.

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SAVING THE MAIL TUBES. 

In voting to continue the use of the pneumatic 
mail tubes in New York, Philadelphia, Boston, 
Chicago and St. Louis, the House rejected the 
proposal to cripple the postal service in the prin- 
cipal cities of the country. That should end the 
matter. That the change was so vigorously urged 
was due to an utter misapprehension of the needs 
of the large cities for the rapid handling of the 
mails and a mistaken sense of economy. Prac- 
tical experience with existing conditions in the 
streets of this city, for instance, would soon have 
shown the department how far wrong it was in 
its theories. 

Properly, the Government should own the tubes, 
not lease them. To purchase them outright would 
be a heavy outlay. But that objection could he 
overcome, as former Postmaster W. R. Willcox 
of New York pointed out a few days ago, by ac- 
quiring the tubes, without direct appropriation, 
under long-term contracts, by a method similar 
to that of authorization.

The Porto Rican legislative assembly, in 
remonstrating against the project, offers a few 
statistics of jts own. 

It shows by feturns in the insular treasury de- 
partment,-on which taxes are levied, that the 
consumption of alcohol there amounts to buly a 
little more than $1,500,000 a year, while it imports 
more than $14,000,000 worth of foodstuffs in ad- 
dition to the enormous amount it produces. 
Furthermore, it shows that Porto Rico has an 
annual per capita consumption of two liters as 
against a 5.52 per capita for the United States. 
To finish its case, the island Legislature suggests 
that it is “in aceordance with democratic prin- 
ciples that legislation of a local nature should be 
left entirely to the discretion of the local legisla- 
tive assembly, |
